ous gland end chemical changes 
in the tlood. 


The usual treatment of acne 
consists in the élimination from 
the diet of excessive carbshy- 
drates, that is, starches and 
sugars, and also chocolate, iodised 
salt and spiecds.

Although I 
could understand how, in the

have been fitted in. Nevertheless, 
with one of the sharpest pangs I 
suffered in ihe war, I submited 
with, the best grac> possible. 


Nothing was gained by all the 
over-caulion. The capture of 
Rome proved to be eight mcn‘hs 
distant. Twenty times the quantity 
of shipping that would have 
helped to take Rhodes in a fort- 
night were employed throughout 
the autumn and winler ‘o move 
the Anglo-American heavy bomb~ 
er bases from Africa to Italy. 
Rhodes remained a thorn in our 
side. Turkey, wlinessing the extra- 
ordinary inertia of the Allies 
near ‘her shores, became much 
less forthcoming, and denied us 
her airfields.

Grieved at 
resistance 


painful episodes of Rhodes 
and Leros coastitute, hap- 
Pily on a small scale, the most 
acute difference J ever had with 
Gen. Eisenhower. For many 
months, in the face of endless 
resistances, I had cleared the 
way for his successful campaign 
in Italy. Instead of only gain- 
ing Sardinia, we had established 
a large grofip of armies on the 
Italian mainland. Corsica was 
a bonus in our hands. 


We had drawn an important 
part of the German reserves 
away from the decisive theatre. 
The Itatian people and Govern- 
ment had come over to our side. 
Their Fleet was added to our 
own. Mussolini was a fugitive 
The liberation of Rome scemed 
not far distant. Nineteen Ger- 
man divisions, abandoned by 
their Italian comrades, lay 
scattered throughout the 
Balkans, in which we had not 
used a thousand officers and 
men. The date of “Overlord” 
had not been decisively affected. 

I had been instrumental in 
finding {from the British and 
Imperial forces in Egypt four 
first-class divisions over and 
above those which the North- 
west African Supreme Head- 
quarters had deemed possibic. 


Not only had we aided Gen 
Ejsenhower’s Anglo - America 
staff upon their victorious 
career, but we had furnished 
them with unexpected resources, 
without which disaster might 
well -have’ occurred. I was 
grieved that the smalj requests 
I had‘made for strategic pur- 
Poses. almost as high as those 
already achieved should have 
beéen’so obdurately resisted and 
rejected. 

Of course when. you are win- 
ning’ a war almost everything 
that happens can be claimed to 
be right and wise. It would,

F anybody were seeking 
I a theme for a. war 

novel, he would hardly 
think of choosing the Battle 
of the Atlantic, That grim 
endurance match was the 
sternest test of grit ever 
imposed on a maritime 
people. It was the Jongest, 
severest, most critical of all 
the episodes of the war. It 
was all of these things and 
a great deal besides. 


But does it lend itself readily 
to dramatic treatment? Has it 
a major, central hour of climax? 
Has it Aamboyance, romance, the 
thrill of individual achievement? 
Hardly, 


Yet in “The Cruel Sza," Mon- 
sarrat, taking the Atlantic war 
against the U-bzats as his sub- 
ject, has wwitten the most suc- 
cessful and inspiring war novel 
so far published.

Levine was a hard puncher, 
but Doyle, a polished boxer, had 
iuiven his opponent a lesson for 
ane rounds, In the 10th 
Levine caught him with a right 
cross to the jaw. As Doyle fell 
his head struck the metal turn- 
key used for tightening the ropes, 
Sie went ‘to hospital with con- 
cussion. 


As far as could be geen, the 
lujury didn’t do ‘him permanent 
hurm. He laid off for elght or 
zine months, and then returned 
to the ring to score a succession 
of victories which earned him 
his erack at the title. 

The question which must be 
usked, but which, unfortunately, 
can never be answered, is; How 
far was Doyle's frst injury 
responsible for his death?
